Timely Hints On Contagious Diseases, 


To the Editor of the Post- Dispatch: 

Tne present epidemic of diphtheria isp. 
creased and kept up in a great measure by the 
want of knowledge of the public in regard to 
its dangers and its mode of contagion. Thy 
public, too, is often exceedingly careless, 4 
girl of 10 died a few weeks ago and eight chil. 


dren acted as pall-bearers. Since that tims 
two of the pall-bearers have died of diphthe 
ria, and four or five of the others are down wit) 
diphtheria. Since a bad form of 1 ria iy 
80 very contagious, none ought to be allowed 
to bury sucha patient publicly. Death notices 
issued in the daily papers should state the 
fact that any one has died of an infectious qe 
contagious disease. I know of one family where 
three have died in. the last few weeks and 
these deaths have been the cause of sey. 
eral other deaths in the same neighborhood, 
simply through carelessness in the neighbors, 
Wherever diphtheria appears in a household 
the following rules ought at once to be 
followed: 

Thorough cleanliness and ventilation: the 
céllar and every room in the house ought a 
once to be fumigated and WMsinfected, and th: 
easiest and cheapest and best method is to 
burn flowers of sulphur ina closed room for 
an hour. Place the sulphur in an old iron pag 
or dish in the center of the room, first remov- 
ing all the silverware or plated ware from thie 
room. After an hour open all windows and 
allow a free draft to penetrate the room: The 
same method will effectually disin®t 4 


cellar, an outhouse, etc. The pation 
should use only old rags, whic.

season of the year, should be perfect. 0 
slops, refuse or dirt should he allowed to ac 
cumulate in the yards and about the house. 
If above — —3 are heeded and followed 
contagious diseases will certainly be lessened 
this winter. If a child should begin to show 
symptoms of diphtheria parents should at 
once call in a physician and notattempt to use 
any of the household remedies as it is of the 
utmost importance to treat the case scientil- 
cally from the very start.
